PAPER AND BOOK 
SCHEDULE AGREED ON 


Straw Hat Duty Increased 
—Reduction in Import 
Charge on Photographic 
Print Paper.

WASHINGTON, Aprile 15.—The 
tariff rates on rayon, which en- 
ters largely into fhe clothing of 
persons of modest means, were 


jacked up to the last notch yes- 
terday by the Conference Com- 
mittee, controled by Old Guard 
Republicans. Just to show that it, 
was not discriminating against the 
poorer classes, the committee went 
through th: same process with rc- 
gard to the rates on silk. 

It appeared from the results of 
the day’s work, that the con- 
ferees had gone through the silk 
and rayon schedules, picking out 
the highest rates adopted by 
cither House, and agreeing on 
them in each important instance. 
The consequence, if the rates be- 
come law, will be an increase of 
about $50,000,000 in the yearly 
clothing bill of the American peo- 
ple. 

Although it has been shown that 
the rayon industry in the United 
States is dominated by foreign 
capital, and aithough Senators 
stated durine the debate on the 
floor that the present rates vir- 
tually amounted to an embargo on 
imports, the conference went the 
limit on every substantial item, 
except rayon in band and strip. 
The conferees are limited in fix- 
ing rates .o the zone between the 
rates respectively adopted by the 
liouse and the Senate. 

In the case of silk they also were 
able to agree promptly on the high- 
er rates, ¢xcept on ribbons or pile 
fabrics. 

A minimum duty of 45 cents a 
pound on rayon products, which 
Senator Wheeler denounced on the 
floor as “unconscionable,” and 
Which, he suid, will amount in 
some iystances to a duty of more 
than 100 per cent of the vatue of 
the product, was adopted by the 
Conference Committee in nearly ev- 
ery schedule. .The following were 
the rates agreed on: 

Additional duty on plied yarn, 
45 cents a pound, and on spuh ray- 
on yarn 12% cents a pound: miini- 
mium duty on sewing thread, 45 
cents a pound: rayon bands or 
strips, 40 cents; woven fabrics, 45 
cents a pound and 60 per cent aé 
valorem: pile fabrics, 45 cents, and 
articles made therefrom, 60 to 65 
per cent ad valorem; fab- 
rics with fast edging, 45 
cents and 60 per cent ad valo- 
rem; knit fabrics in the piece, 45 
conts and 60 per cent ad valorem; 
gloves, hose and underwear, 45 
cents and 65 per cent ad valorem 
(one of the extremeiy high rates): 
handkerchiefs, 45 cents and 60 per 
cent ad valorem for  unherumed, 
and 65 cents for hemmed; clothing, 
45 cents and 60 per cent ad valo- 
rem. 

As will be seen from the fore- 
going, the burden of cost resulting 
from the adoption of the high rates 
will fall most heavily on women 
and girls who use rayon as a sub- 
stitute for the costlier silk. 


Straw Hat Duty Increased 
Compromise.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—In- 

creased duties on straw hats were 
agreed upon today by the congres- 
sional tariff bill conferees. 
The duty on i ~bilocked = and 
trimmed but not sewed hats Was 
fixed at $3.50 a dozen and 50 per 
cent ad valorem compared with 50 
per cent in existing law. This was 
a compromise between 78 per cent 
proposed by the Senate and $4 a 
dozen and 50 per cent provided in 
the House bill. 

Sewed straw hats were made 
dutiable at $4 a dozen and 60 per 
cent, which is the House rate. The 
present tariff is 60 per cent on 
men’s sewed straw hats valued 
over $9.50 a dozen and $8 per cent 
on lower values. The Senate had 
fixed 88 per cent on all values. 

A reduction from 35 to 25 per 
cent-in the duty on hats made of 
ramie, not blocked, trimmed, dyed. 
bleached, colored or stained, was 
agreed on, as were the following 
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duties on other hats and hat) 


braids: 

Ramie hats, bleached, dyed, col- 
ored or stained, 25 cents a dozen 
and 25 per cent now dutiable from 
35 to 40 per cent; same, blocked or 
trimmed, $3.50 a dozen and 60 per 
cent; same, blocked or trimmed, 
$3.50 a dozen and 50 per cent, now 
35 to 40 per cent; ramie hats made 
of braids, $4 a dozen and 60 per 
cent, now 40 per cent. 

Ramie hat braids, not bleached, 
dyed, colored or stained, 15 per 
cent, now 30 per cent; same, if 
bleached, etc., 25 per cent, now 30 
per cent; same, containing a sub- 
stantial part of rayon, 45 per cent, 
now 30 per cent; braids, plates and 
laces of straw containing a sub- 
stantial part of rayon, if un- 
bleached, 45 per cent, now 15 per 
cent; same, bleached, 45 per cent, 
now 20 per cent. 

Rates on Dolls Raised. 
Composing further differences 
between the Senate and House 
over the sundries schedule, the 
last of the 15 rate sections of the 
bill facing adjustment, the confer- 
ees also accepted the House in- 
creases in rates on dolls, toys and 
parts of these articles made of cel- 
lulose and the flat duty of 90 per 
cent on other dolls and doll cloth- 
ing, now dutiable at 75 to 90 per 
cent. 

Cellulose dolis and toys having 
movable parts were given a rate of 
1 cent each and 60 per cent com- 
pared with 60 per cent now in ef- 
fect, and the 60 per cent rate on 
such articles. not. having. movable 
parts, and the parts themselves, 
was. made 1 cent each and 50 per 
cent. 

Imitation solid pearl beads val- 
ued at % of 1 cent and not over 1 
cent per inch, were increased in 
rate from 60 per cent to % cent 
per inch and 60 per cent, and 
those valued at over 1 and “not 
over’6 cents per inch, were changed 
from 60 per cent to 1 cent per inch 
and 40 per cent. 

The conferces failed to agree on 
the cork rates. 

Besides the silk and rayon sched- 
ules, the congressional tariff con- 
ferees completed work on Senate 
amendments to the papers and 
books rate section, leaving en!y tie 
sundries schedule and the free list 
for discussion’ before the contro- 
versal administrative clauses are 
reached. 

Senate and House leaders expect 
to wind up the conference work 
this week on the less disputed pro- 
visions. A report, however, can- 
not be made until the House has 
voted on sugar, cement, lumiber, 
shingles, casein and possibly sil- 
ver, and the Senate has been asked 
for instructions regarding the ex- 
port debenture provision and the 
repeal of the presidential rate- 
changing authority. 

The most important change in 
the paper schedule was the acccp- 
tance of the House rates of 5. per 
cent and 30 per cent, respectively, 
on plain and sensitized photo- 
graphic paper, which. represent big 
‘reductions from the present duties 
of 3 cents a pound and 15 per cent 
and 3 cents and 20 per cent. The 
Senate had provided that existing 
levies be retained. 

Other duties agreed on in the 
paper schedule were: Manufac- 
ture of pulp not specially provided 
for, 30 per cent, now 25 per cent; 
transparencies, in not over five 
printings, 40 per cent, now 25 
cents a pound; same in more than 
five printings, 50 per cent, now 25 
cents a pound; plain wall paper, 
% cent a pound and 10 per cent, 
now the same; printed wall paper 
30 per cent now % cent a pound 
and 20 per cent; plain cover paper 
30 per cent, now % cent a pound 
and 10 per cent.

HIMSELF IN AUTO 


Body Found by Deputy 
Constable on Rear Seat of 
Car on County Road— 
Revolver on Floor. 


Leaving a lengthy message to his 
wife telling of pressing financial 
obligations, C. Arthur Frentrop, 40 
years old, a real estate dealer with 
offices at 4145 South Grand boule- 
vard, shot himself through the 
heart in his automobile on a lonely 
road in the southern section of St. 
Louls County: yesterday. 

The body was found lying on the 
rear seat of Frentrop's four-passen- 
ger coupe on Unton road, half a 
mile south of Bayless road, at 11 
o'clock last night by Deputy Con- 
stable Peter Lassauer of Carondelet 
Township. 

A .38-caliber revolver containing 
a discharged cartridge lay on the 
floor of the car. fFrentrop’s vest 
and shirt were unbuttoned and his 
underwear was powder burned, 
showing that he had opened his 
clothing before firing the shot. The 
machine was without lights, and a 
postscript to the message found in 
I’rentrop’s pocket read ‘4:30 p. m.”’ 
The message, covering 10 pages 
of note paper, was addressed to 
Mrs. Adele Frentrop, 3674 Lierman 
avenue, Frentrop’s wife. In con- 
tained many expressions of endear- 
ment and told of a day of mental 
struggle against suicide. 

“Mind Is in a Whirl.” * 

“My mind is in a whirl, and my 
heart aches,’”’ the note read. “I 
have prayed to God to clear my 
mind, but it seems impossible to 
overcome this. It is not enough 
that I hawe business worries, but 
my health is not up to standard. As 
you well know, and I can say truth- 
fully, some of this trouble was 
handed down to me through the 
failure of my daddy. I have tried 
to handle all my dealings honestly, 
and at no time that I know of did 
I have a shady deal. [I tried hard 
to be honest.’’ 
The message referred to a previ- 
ous conversation with his wife, in 
which Frentrop had told her she 
could rely on a certain business as- 
sociate in time of need, as follows: 
“I have some doubts about him 
now, as he was one who blocked 
me. 1 was going along ok until I 
had to meet a debt and had to refi- 
nance certain loans through | the 
South Side National Bank. I asked 
for help and he promised, but in 
two weeks the bank said the loans 
had to be lifted. I was unable to 
do this and had to start borrowing 
around, which fs the cause of my 
present condition.” 

Directed to Sell Business. 

Mrs. Frentrop was directed to 
sell his business. “If handled right 
you should suffer no loss; in fact, 


‘there should be a gain to you,” he 


wrote. Four business acquaint- 
ances were named, with the, sug- 
gestion that Mrs. Frentrop seek 
their advice. 

In a reference to hig son, C. Ar- 
thur Jr., 5 years old, Frentrop 
wrote: “Do not let him undertake 
any business unless he has capital. 
That is where I made the mistake. 
I saved up.some, but had to use 
it when the slump came. .I have 
tried several times to tell you of 
my trouble, but you always 
changed the subject.” 

The postscript read: “4:30 p.-m. 
Have driven around all day trying 
to ‘shake this, but cannot. I be.- 
lieve I am insane.” The note was 
signed “‘Arthur.” Pinned to the 
upholstery of the car was a second 
note directing that the machine be 
taken to the Frentrop home and 
that Mrs. Frentrop be notified. 

Before leaving home yesterday 
Frentrop repaired a garden hose 
and played with his son in the 
yard. He did not go to his office, 
and during the day a man went to 
the home and inquired for Fren- 
trop. The man informed Mrs. 
Frentrop that a check for $120 
covering interest, which he had re- 
ceived from her husband, had been 
returned by the bank becaude of in- 
sufficient funds. The interest was 
on.a note for $4000, which recently 
had been renewed. 

Three months ago Frentrop con- 
fided to a friend: that he was “be- 
ing crowded.” “I dan’t know what 
I am going to do," he remarked 
according to thet friend. 
Officers of the South Side Na- 
tional Bank said Fréntrop had bor- 
rowed less than $10,000, which he 
had repaid. r

Head of Council of Nurses Attributes Child 
: Delinquency to Prohibition—Declares Half 
of Population Has No Religion...

GENEVA, April 15.—The United 
States as a country where prohi- 
bition and jazz are undermining 


the morals of the young genera- 
tion, where 50 per, cent of the 
population has no religion and 
where home life is rapidly disap- 
pearing, is the description given in 
an official report which will be 
placed before the League of Na- 
tions Welfare Committee in a few 
days. , 
The document, which gives the 
findings of Marie Meonie Chaptal, 
president of the Internationa] 
Council of Nurses, who was com- 
missioned by the League Council to 
make a preliminary inquiry into 
“youth in moral and social de- 
graduation,” has. come into the 
possession of the New York World. 

Declaring she submits “only 
what she saw with her own eyes 
in the hope of contributing a few 
helpful ideas toward the cam- 
paign against social conditions,” 
Miss Chaptal reviews conditions in 
New York, Washington, Pittsburg, 
Detroit and Boston. 

“Depths of Misery.” 

Starting from the Henry Street 
settlement, New York, where she 
met Miss Lillian D. Wald, the re- 
port says the writer, ‘encountered 
such depths of misery, moral and 
physical, as would appall the most 
experienced social workers.” 

After visiting the courts for de- 
linguent children Miss Chaptal 
came to the conclusion, shared by 


New York a Judge with whom she talked. 


that “a great deal of child delin- 
quency is due* to the prohibition 
law. Parents break the law and 
are inveterate drinkers. Those with 
the liquor habit before prohibition 
have not given up drink because it 
is forbidden. They continue to 
drink, disobeying the law, intoxi- 
eating themselves with unwhole- 
some, highly poisonous liquor. The 
child becomes accustomed to see 
the law disobeyed. He often as- 
sists his parents. to distil and sell 
liquor, and with bad examples be- 
fore him, loses all respect for law.” 
Similar observations are made 
about Boston and other cities. 
Breakdown of Fantily. 

The breakdown of family life, 
Miss Chaptal says, is particularly 
deplorable among immigrant fam- 
ilies because “the very base of fam- 
ily life-is different in the United 
States from that in older countries. 
About half the population have no 
religious beliefs at all. The home 
is merely a place for sleeping, or, 
occasionally, eating.” 

The divorce situation is also 
touched upon in the report, Miss 
Chaptal states that in 1923, 35 per 
cent of the 165,226 pairs divorced 
in the United States had dependent 
children. The ultra-modern mother, 
she adds, leaves her baby ina 
nursery and goes to work. 

The author of the report publicly 
expresses thanks for the help given 
her by many Americans, declaring, 
“President Hoover himself was 
good enough to receive me as the 
League Social Sections Commis- 
| sioner on Child Welfare.”

$143,000 AT BANK 
OF EDWARDSVILLE

received copies of the correspond- 
ence and discovered that a cus- 
tomer of the bank had complained 
of the disappearance of some stock 
he had deposited as collateral for 
a loan. At Meyer’s request, five 
representatives of the State Audi- 
tor’s office were sent to the bank 
to inspect the books. 

“They told us of the shortage at 
a directors* meeting last Saturday,” 
Meyer said. “In three minutes we 
had raised enough money among 
ourselves to cover it.” 

Directors Issued Statement. 

During the afternoon a brief 
statement bearing the signature of 
all directors was issued. It said: 

“An examination of the books 
and affairs of the Bank of Ed- 
wardsville was made last week by 
the examiners from the Banking 
Department of the State of Illinois, 
which examination * as concluded 
on Saturday, April 12, 1930. 

“As the result of this examina- 
tion, some discrepancy was found 
in the books and some shortage 
discovered. The directors were im- 
mediately advised of such shortage 
and same was at onc» replaced in 
cash by the direcvtors of said bank, 
and the assets of said bank have in 
no way been affected or impaired.” 

At 2 p. m., an hour before clos- 
ing, as withdrawals continued, Vice 
President George D. Burroughs 
climbed on a counter, squatted and 
tapped with a pencil for silence. 
He spoke to the §0 or 60 customers 
in the bank along the lines of the 
directors’ statement and read a 
balance sheet through the notary’s 
affirmation, - 

“The bank is sound and safe,” he 
concluded. “Go home and tell your 
friends and neighbors and help us

His only outside business activ- 
ity, so far as is known, was the 
theater chain. A number of years 
ago he bought the old Wildey 
Theater in Edwardsville and about 
three years ago, organized the 
United Operating Co. with himself 
as president and principal stock- 
holder. The company built the 
modern Wood River Theater and

$15,000,000 Spent in Six Years. 
Buttressing his charge that the 
Anti-Saloon League had been guil- 
ty of violating the corrupt prac- 
tices act by concealing its goli¢ec- 
tions and expenditures for political 
purposes, Tinkham declared that 
the league spent $13,000,000 from 
1920 to 1925, and an additional $2,- 
000,000 in 1926, most of which, he 
said, unquestionably went for po- 
litical purposes. \ 

Yet, he went on, the league re- 
ported total expenditures for po- 
litical purposes from 1920 to 1925 
of only $15,136; .reported expendi- 
tures of only $2 in 1927; $83,863 in 
1928; and $5926 in 1929. 

Tinkham had no figures on the 
league’s expenditures for the year 
1926, but, in contrast to the reports 
of expenditures filed by it for the 
years 1927, 1928 and 1929, he pre- 
sented copies of statements made 
by league officials, indicating that 
the league had raised approximate- 
ly $600,000 in 1927, and $750,000 
each in the succeeding two years. 

Tinkham said the léague’s re- 
ports showed that its colléctions in 
Missouri from 1920 to 1925, inclu- 
sive, totaled $258,708, and that its 
expenditures in the State. during 
that period totaled $265,628. The 
largest sums given. for any one 
state were for New York, where 
collections during the six-year per- 
iod were $1,629,618, and disburse- 
ménts $1,738,810. TIllinols was sec- 
ond with collectiéns of $1,186,645 
and disbursements of $1,200,599. 

In 1927 or 1928, Tinkham testi- 
fied. F. Scott McBride, superin- 
tendent of the League, released .a 


statement to the press which said

Contractor Accused of Secur- 
ities Theft Surrenders for 
Extradition to Chester, Ill. 


Bernard T. Trimble, 45 years old, 
4532 Newberry terrace, a decorat- 
ing contractor formerly active in 
ward politics as'a supporter of the 
Miller administration, surrendered

“I’m innocent and a victim of 
circumstances,” Trimble told re- 
porters today. 

“T have no knowledge that my 
car was used in the robbery, but it 
may have been taken without my 

knowledge. 

“It's possible somebody stole my 
car and drove it to Evansville and 
back, a distance of about 80 miles.” 

Two men: entered the Siegfried 
home shortly after noon, bound 
Siegfried and a son and a daughter 
with wire, and ransacked the house. 
Two neighbors, who called during 
the robbery, likewise were bound. 
When the wife of Siegfried’s son 
entered the house, she was not tied 
because she was nursing a child. 
She managed to. jot down the li- 
cense number of the robbers’ auto- 
mobile on a slip of paper, which 
she hid in her shoe. Becoming 
frightened, she burnt the paper, 
but memorized the license number, 


which she turned over to the au- | 


thorities.

MOVE TOCOLLECT 


| $8,000,000 DUE 


POLICY HOLDERS 


to Seek to Recover Excess. 
_ Premiums From Nov. 15, 
1922 to Feb. 1, 1928. 


The State Insurance Department 
will move to collect from fire in+ 


excess premiums for five years, 
two and one-half months, estimat- 
ed ‘by Insurance Superintendent 
Thompson at $8,000,000, adjudged 
by the United States. Supreme 
Court to be due to Missouri policy 
holders, in its decision yesterday. 
The court upheld the State’s 10 per 
cent rate reduction order of Nov. 
15, 1922. 

The refund period is .from the 
1922 date to Feb. 1, 1928. The re- 
fund due since the latter date has 
been made to the policy holders. 

Supt. Thompson announced in St. 
Louis, after receiving word of.the 
decision, that he would consult 
Gov, Caulfield; who nas taken an 
active part in the controversy with 
the insurance companies, and At- 
torney-General Shartel, before de- 
termining the courts of procedure 
as to collecting and disbursing the 
refunds. 

Charles R. Street of Chicago, 
chairman of the Subscribers’ Actu- 
arial] Committee, representing Mis- 
souri insurance companies, said 
today that the attorneys for the 
companies had not yet seen the Su- 
preme Court decision and mean- 
while were not prepared to say 
just ‘what effect it will have. He 
added: ‘‘We have made our fight 
and if we are licked we will pay 
as soon as possible whatever we 
owe.” : 

Part of Money Due’ Repaid. 

The refund lately made was sent 
by the insurance companies direct 
to the policy holders. The amount 
to be paid was estimated at. $3,- 
‘900,000,. but the insurance depart- 
ment has not learned just how 
much has actually been paid. In 
some cases the insurance compa- 
nies have had difficulty in finding 
the' policy holders. 

An alternative method would be 
for the insurance companies to 
make the refund in a lump sum 
to the insurance department, 
which woudd have the task of dis- 
tribution among policy holders. 

The fact, which developed in the 
course of the litigation, that some 
of the insurance ‘companies die- 
stroyed their records prior to 1927, 
may obstruct the collection of the 
refunds for policy holders who 
have not preserved their receipts 
for premimus paid before that 
time. 

The companies put the 10 per 
cent reduction into force, after 
Gov, Caulfield, a year ago, reject- 
ed a compromise proposal made 
by the companies, which if accept- 
ed, would have required -the com- 
pantes to refund about $5,000,000 
of.the excess premiums which had 
been collected, and would have al- 
lowed them to keep the balance. 

New Increase Held Up. 

Acquiescence in the rate reduc- 
tion, even under protest, did not 
continue long, for last Dec. 30 the 
stock fire insurance companies 
filed a new rate schedule, carry- 
ing an increase of 16 2-3 per cent 
in rates over the present rates. 
This schedule, if approved, would 
mean an increase of approximate- 
ly $3,500,000. in insurance premi- 
ums annually for the policy hold- 
ers of the State. 

Superintendent Thompson §sus- 
pended the schedule, which the 
companies proposed to put into ef- 
fect Feb. 1, for investigation as to 
its reasonableness. His investigation 
still is under way and is likely to 
require six months more. Exam- 
iners of the department now are 
inspecting the books of several of 
the companies in Chicago, check- 
ing the claims of the companies 
that they are suffering losses on 
Missouri business. 

During the years of litigation 
over the 10 per cent reduction or- 
der, the excess premiums collect- 
ed by the companies, by charging 
the old rates, weer estimated to 
average approximately $2,000,000 
a year. 


Opinion of U. S. Supreme Court in 


_ Rate Case.

United States Supreme Court, in its 
ruling upholding the 10 per cent 
decrease in fire, hail and wind in- 
surance rates in Missouri, threw 
out the test suit of the National 
Fire Insurance Co. of Hartford, 
Conn. Justice Butler wrote the 
}court’s opinion. 

“Plaintiff lays much emphasis 
upon the fact that it will suffer 
irreparable loss if compelled to ap 
ply the lower rates during the liti- 
gation and the order is finally 
held unlawful,” said the court, 
“whereas, if the temporary injunc- 
tion be granted, policy holders may 
be protected by an 
provision in the decree. 

“But, in respect of plaintiffs 
right to have a temporary injunc- 
tion its position is not as good as 
it would have been if this suit had 
been brought when the rate order 
was passed, as against the joint 
attack the reduction has been 
sustained by the Court of last re- 
sort. 

“Plaintiff has not repaid the 
policy holders. It now assails the 
statute as well as the order and 
seeks again to prevent the taking 
effect of the prescribed rates.

There are showered 
upon us as a people the bless- 
edness of general well-being to 
a degree which no other nation 
possésses and that national 
well-being is more fairly shared 
among every class of our peo- 
ple than of any other nation. 

Through the wisdom’ of our 
forefathers we have inherited a 
system of life which yields a 
larger measure of equality of 
opportunity—a larger richness 
of opportunity than humanity 
has ever before discovered. 
And from this eystem we have 
found freedom for ability and 
character to rise from the hum- 
blest condition to leadership, 
which brings a constant re- 
freshment of the moral and 
spiritual strength to otr na- 
tion.

Moral Daty of U. 8. 

Because of our geographical 
situation, because of our great 
resources and of the American 
genius for organization, we 
have, in a sense that no other 
country has it, security from 
attack and harm by other na- 
tions.

I 
have nop occasion to emphasize 
this duty by pointing out the 
horrors and degradation of war. 
Those who really know war 
never giorify it. I have seen 
too much of the tragic suffer- 
ings of men, women and chil- 
dren, of the black shadows that 
ever run on the heels of war, 
to wish to recall those scenes. I 
hope never to see them again. 
I know this nation can help to 
make war impossible .nd that it 
should so help. 

It is easy to preach the na- 
tional duty of helping to pre- 
serve peace. is easier still to 
engage in invective or vindictive 
phrase and slogan which stir 


. national selfishness and _ self- 


righteousness. And certainly 
the way of peace lies neither in 
the rattling of the scabbard nor 
the abandonment of defense.

And 
in sincerity and honor two ob- 
ligations flow’from that cove- 
nant. 

First, the conceptions of mili- 
tary strength of nations are re- 
duced by that covenant solely to 
such strength as is required for 
defense. And second, we must 
cultivate methodical procedure 
by which controversies between - 
nations can be settled by pacific 
means. 

Certainly until the peace ma- 
chinery of the world has been 
developed and tested over long 
years we must maintain euch 
forces of defense as will at every 
moment prevent the penetra- 
tion of a hostile force over our 
borders. Adequate defense re- 
quires forces relative to other 
nations but at the same time 
with no excesses which will cre- 
ate the fear of aggression from 
us. Such fear will breed ani- 
mosities, il] will and a ?esolu- 
tion in others to combine to 
protect themselves, which are 
the very seeds of war. 

Relief From Burdens Needed. 

All the world needs relief 
from the burdens of armies and 
navies, but disarmament can- 
not be made to contribute to 
peace unless it is conducted by 
agreement among nations, for 
by that method alone can we 
= fear and preserve secur- 
ty. 

One of the deeper causes of 
friction and ilt will in the world 
has been competition in naval 
armament. Nothing . arouses 
more fear or lends itself more 
to the création of distrust 
among nations. A proposal on 
the part of one nation to build 
more ships of war results in - 
instant fear of inadequate de- 
fense, ill will and suspicion in 
other nations. 

In consonance with the spirit 
of the Kellogg pact we recent- 
ly made a renewed effort at re- 
duction and limitation of naval 
arms by agreement. For near- 
ly 10 years our country has pur- 
sued a steady endeavor to bring 
about such agreements. The 
Washington arms conference of 
1922, while it was but partially 
successful in this direction, yet 
by limiting battleships and air- 
craft carriers it accomplished 
much and laid foundations for 
the future. 

Competition, however, started 
at once in the other types of 
war craft, and an effort was 
made by conference between 
the representatives of the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and Ja- 
pan at Geneva in 1927 to bring 
it to a halt. 
Dangereus Competition He- 
newed. 

That conference failed and 
competition took renewed and 
even more dangerous aspects. 
A year ago we again initiated 
negotiations and the conference 
in London during the past four 
months by patient labor is now 
assured of success. It has been 
able to reach a further great 
and far-reaching settlement, re- 
ducing the number of battle- 
ships, creating a holiday . in 
their further construction, to- 
gether with limitations and re- 
ductions in the construction of 
cruisers, destroyers afd subma- 
rines during the next six years. 

Under the terms now being 
finally formutated the confer- 
ence has been able to bring 
about an actual reduction in the 
armament of the three nations 
of about 25 per cent less than 
the standards discussed during 
the conference which failed at 
Geneva three years ago and a 
reduction of about 12 per cent 
below present naval programs 
as rapidly as the present ships 
become obsolete.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—With 
the World Court question again 
assuming the proportions of a po- 
litical issue, especial significance 
was attached today to a plea for 
American adhergfice voiced by 
President Hoover last night. 

From the chief executive’s new 
espousal of the entry of this coun- 
try, coming soon after the out- 
burst of opposition which followed 
the Illinois primary, was drawn 
the inference that he is prepared 
to wage a determined fight for 
American membership in the in- 
ternational tribunal. 

The President's appeal was ex- 
pressed in an address delivered 
before the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 


Asserting that causes of friction | 


between the nations are ever pres- 
ent throughout the world, Mr. 
Hoover said that the preventive of 
war lay in the creation of “appro- 
priate agencies for regular me- 
thodical disposal and solution of 
these controversies so as to assure 
justice and avoid arousing of na- 
tional emotions.” 


Mr. Hoover is holding ready to. 


submit to the Senate at an appro-| 
priate time the Root formula for 
American adherence, designed to 
bring the reservations of the Sen- 
ate and the conflicting views of the 
nations already members of the 
court into harmony. Meanwhile, a 
determined campaign against rati- 
fication is being planned by a group 
of Senators largely identified with 
the old fight against membership 
in the League of Nations. 

Their views were brought into 
prominence by the result of the 
Illinois Republican primary, in 
which Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCor- 
mick defeated Senator Charles &. 
Deneen for the senatorial nomina- 
tion after a campaign based funda- 
mentally upon the world court is- 
sue. Deneen had voted for Ameri- 
can adherence when the question 
was before the Senate several years 
ago. 

Peace May Be Too High. 

Ringing applause greeted a state- 
ment by the President made in a 
departure from his prepared ad- 
dress. After that portion in which 
the chief executive deplored the 
tragic consequences of war and ex- 
pressed a wish never to see one 
again, he said: 

“Let no one mistake me, there is 
a price no nation can afford to pay 
for peace.” He then continued with 
“I know this 
mation can help to make wars im- 
possible and that it should so help.” 

In another departure from his 
prepared address the President re- 
emphasized the importance of ade- 
quate defense. 

“Our security today is well as- 
sured,” Mr. Hoover said, “by an 
army and navy whose high tradi- 
tion in valor and skill is represented 
in both the command and rank and 
we shal] maintain them.”

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MUSSOLINI PLANS FOR VAST 
INCREASE IN POPULATION 


Tells City Planners Rome Will Be 
Twice as Large in 20 Years;; 
Wants Rapid Transit.

ROME, April 15.—Premier Ben- 
ito Mussolini made it quite clear 
yesterday in a speech before the 
Royal Commission created to plan 
revision of the city’s streets and 
parks that he expected the popu- 


lation of Rome to doubie within 
the next 20 years, not by immigra- 
tion, but by the fecundity of its 
inhabitants. 


Those making the plans for the 


Rome of the future must allow for 
a vast increase in the population, 
he said. They must also provide 
ample space for parks and sports 
fields and at the same time beware 
of trying to.make the new Rome 
like Chicago, which would make 
“Rome no longer Rome.’ 

Two things must be borne in 
mind by the city planners of 
Rome, the Premier said—seven 
hills and the sea, which should be 
made easy of access by the build- 
ing of fine roads allowing for 
cheap rapid transit between city 
and sea. 

Rome’s population at the end of 
last December was 901,624, births 
during the preceding year having 
been 1703 more numerous than in 
1928.

RABBI ROSENTRETER 
FUNERAL TOMORROM 


Former Pastor of Brith Sholom 
Congregation, Succumbs to 
Heart Disease at 71. 


Funeral services for Rabbi 
Adolph Rosenstreter, who died 
yesterday of heart disease after an 
iliness which began s¢veral months 
ago when, against the advice of 
physicians, he performed a char- 
itable religious service, will be 
held at 2 p..m. tomorrow at Brith 
Sholom Congregation, 6166 Delmar 
boulevard. 

Dr. Rosentreter, who was 71 
years old, resigned the pastorate 
of that congregation two months 
ago. The body lies in state today at 
the Berger chapel, 4715 McPher- 
son avenue. Two Orthodox and 
four Reform rabbis will have a 
part in the funeral services, and 
interment will be in the New 
Mount Sinai Cemetery. 

Rabbi Rosentreter was a found- 
er and the first president of the 
Orthodox Jewish Old Folk’s Home, 
and had a part in the organization 
of Jewish Hospital, whence he was 
removed ta his home, 6152 Water- 
man avenue, two weeks ago when 
he realized death was imminent. 
In 1899 he had begun a campaign’ 
to remedy the lack of a hospital 
serving kosher food to orthodox 
patients in St. Louis. 

He was born at Gollantse, Ger- 
many, and educated at the Ber- 
lin gymnasium and the University 
of Berlin. Three years before his 
graduation in 1880 he became rab- 
bi of a congregation at Messeritz. 
and he served there until he came 
to St. Louis in 1884

The Electrical Contractor's Overhead. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
N THE testimony on the alleged elec- 


trical] “combine” as set forth in the 
newspapers, it appears that 33 1-3 per 
cent of the cost of material and labor 
represents profit. If that’s a fact, it’s 
a grand holdup. But there is a great 
possibility that this is not an actual fact. 
From my 15 years’ experience in the 
subcontracting field it appears that the 
largest part of that 33 1-3 would repre- 
sent overhead expense. The rated sub- 
contractor keeping actual records knows 
that such items as office rent, clerical 
help, stationery, advertising, automobiles 
and their maintenance, interest, liaTcity 
insurance, telephones, taxes, licenses, 
salesmen, depreciation of equipment and 
numerous Other overhead expense items 
figure from 20 to 30 per cent on the cost 
of material and labor, depending on the 
volume of business done annually. Prof- 
it starts in only where overhead leaves 
off. 

In the case of the general contractor, 
his fees are based on the total of all 
subcontract bids. The fees of the archi- 
tect are usually based on the entire pro- 
ject. It can be seen that if the sub- 
contractor's figures would run into large 
sums such as the general contractor's 
figures usually do, the overhead expense 
would be much smaller in percentage. In 
other words. a subcontractor has to do 
approximately a dozen different jobs ev- 
ery time the general contractor does one 
in order to attain the same volume. The 
overhead, naturally, increases according- 
ly. For the same reason, a retailer can- 
not honestly sell his goods at wholesale 
without incurring the oosts and expense 
of a retailer. The average person, not 
being familiar with the construction in- 
du ,ume@es not have the opportunity 
clearly to understand all of these de- 
" tails. zx F.

refused to accept jurisdiction because no constitu- 
tional point was involved, Meanwhile, in the words of 
Gov. Caulfield, the companies have more than’ de- 
fied the law. They have also violated their pledged 
word not to test the rate reduction on constitution- 
al grounds if the State would let them out of some 
part of the refund. The decision sustaining the right 
of the State to regulate fire and storm insurance 
rates is unanimous. It also sustains all the decisions 
in the State and Federal courts. 

Some of the companies have refunded the excess 
collected after Feb. 1, 1928. This was the date upon 
which the State Insurance Department issued an 
order listing the classifications to which the reduc 
tion applied, a provision of law neglected at the time 
the reduction was ordered. The reduction order 
dates back to Nov. 15, 1922. Therefore the approxi-| 
mate $4,000,000 refunded is perhaps not more than 
one-third of the total excess collected. The Insur- 
ance Department has estimated that after the or- 
der was issued the companies collected an excess 
of $2,000,000 a year. If so, the total was about $12.- 
000,000, of which some $8,000,000 remains unpaid. 
It was brazen enough for the companies to collect 
so much money over the protest of the State. They 
should mever have been permitted to do so. For 
them to attempt to keep it now and threaten, as 
Gov. Caulfield says they did, “disagreeable conse- 
quences” if their offer to return part of it was not 
accepted, went about as far as any industry has gone 
in making a law of its own. 

When he refused to compromise the authority of the 
State the Governor pointed out that the insurance 
companies have been collecting this money all these 
years and have had the use of it He condemned 
their practice of destroying premium collection rec- 
ords while the reduction was in litigation, and after 
he had recommended that they be estopped by law 
from so doing the companies promised the depart- 
ment to desist. The State should give them a 
choice between refunding the excess in full or get- 
ting out. They have been unable to convince any 
court that the reduction is inequitable. After eight 
years of resistance, they find themselves exactly 
where they were when the reduction order was is- 
sued. 

Except they have some $8,000,000 which does not 
belong to them. If they refund only so much of it 
as the policy holders can recover by suit they will 
still make off with most of this great sum. Suing 
the companies for recovery will be expensive. The 
average policy holder is unlikely to have saved the 
receipts, and the sums are in very many cases too 
small to be worth the effort. In refusing to accept 
their offer of compzgmise, the Governor was aware 
that they can also invoke the statute of limitations. 
These are some of the reprisals they threatened in 
the event their compromise proposal was not accept- 
ed. The Governor would not compromise ‘the right of 
the State to regulate the business, and that right is 
now established. 

The State should not permit the policy holders 
to be robbed. It can protect them by making the 
companies pay up. If they attempt to evade pay-! 
ment for the period from 1922 to 1928 upon the tech- 
nicality that the reduction was not properly classi- 
fied, their licenses should be canceled. 

Since the reduction order was made about 60 com- 
panies have come into the State to do business. Mis- 
souri cannot therefore be such a bad place, despite 
all the things the companies have said in resisting 
the rate reduction.

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LIPTON'S LAST SHAMROCK. 


The Fifth Shamrock, with which Sir ‘Thomas Lip- 
ton hopes to lift the America’s cup, has been 
launched, and a good many of us, who rate ourselves 
hundred-per-centers, are secretly hoping that the Irish 
Baronet will realize the sporting ambition of his life. 
For more than 30 years Sir Thomas has been try- 
ing to find a lucky Shamrock. He was just this side 
of 50 when, in 1899, he made his first bow. Now he is 
80, an age at which the competitive bacillus has or- 
dinarily bowed itself out and called it a day. His 
calendar is, of course, crowded with accomplishments. 
He has filled almost everyone's teacup. With this 
potion of the East he has. ina way of speaking, sub 
jugated the West, notwithstanding the Kipling in- 
junction. The mart has been his milieu, but this 
captain of industry is illustrious, not as a business 
man but as a sportsman. 

It has been pleasantly ventured that the sportsman 
is the only bona fide internationalist, that the mag- 
ical genius of sport is the power which will ultimate- 
ly batter down the barriers and bigotries that divide 
the nations.

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ADEQUATE PAY FOR LEGISLATORS. 


Yesterday, H. M., in Letters from the People, made 
a good point in connection with. the decision of the 
Supreme Court holding the nepotism amendment to 
the State Constitution to be selfenforcing. It was 
in 1924 that the voters adopted the nepotism amend- 
ment. At the same election they rejected another | 
amendment designed to cure the disease, at least 
among legislators. The rejected amendment provided 
that Legislatures be paid a decent sum for their 
services. As the Constitution stands, therefore, a 
r must go to Jefferson City at a financial 
Joss to himself. He gets $5 a day, a stipend estab- 
lished in 1875, when board and room at the Capital 
could be had for $1250 a month. The nepotism 
amendment makes it impossible for him to eke out 
living expenses by appointing members of his family 
as clerks or secretaries. 
A great many men who are able and willing to 
render public service in the Legislature are thus

be Willing to reverse the decision of 1924. 
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The press survey conducted by the New York Her- 
ald Tribune upon the subject of prohibition shows a 
heavy preponderance of circulation on the side of 
those opposed. Upon the dry side 55 papers in 27 


opposition, the same number of papers in 24 states 
have a total circulation of 5,531,268. 

Unfortunately, many of the newspapers did not an- 
swer the Herald Tribune's query. One of those not 
answering was the Indianapolis News, albeit the 
News recently announced that after supporting pro- 
hibition for 10 years it had changed its mind about 
it. Probably a good many of the newspapers are fear- 
ful of the consequences to themselves in opposing 
prohibition, as the Chicago Tribune admits it was be- 
fore it made the surprising discovery that it had more 
readers as an opponent of prohibition than it had on 
the fence. If so, they have before them the courageous 
examples of 37 of their contemporaries which have 
faced about on this issue. Some of these, such as 
the Selma (Ala.) Times-Journal, Jacksonville (Fia.) 
Journal, Tampa (Fla.) Morning Tribune, Lewiston 
Uidaho) Morning Tribune, Twin Falls (Idaho) News, 
Decatur (Il) Herald, South Bend (Ind.) News 
Times, Cedar Rapids (Ia.) Gazette-Republic, Clinton 
(Ia.) Herald, Bristol (Va.) Herald-Courier and the 
Charleston (W. Va.) Gazette, have been in anything 
but wet territory. In many instances it has not been 
an easy thing to do. 

The metropolitan newspapers ‘are almost solidly 
against prohibition. Among the notable exceptions 
are the Los Angeles Times, Minneapolis Journal, De 
troit News, Memphis Commercial-Appeal, Houston 
(Mass.) Republican. 
In this class only the Los Angeles Times and the 
Minneapolis Journal answered the Herald Tribune. 
Are some of the others possibly thinking it over? 
That may very well be the case. The Indianapolis 
News thought it over. It concluded that national pro 
hibition is impracticable and a menace to free gov- 
ernment. So will all the great newspapers conclude at 
last, for the prohibition fight has come down to a 
test between government by the people and govern- 
ment by law. The press cannot fail in such a test. 
After all, it is not unconscious of its responsibility. 
Seldom tried out, its devotion to the great American 
ideal of free government is at heart sound. We can- 
not have free government if one great segment of the 
people is to impose its will upon all the rest. That 
is what prohibition is trying to do, and it cannot 
be done. 
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MR. HOOVER, QUAKER. 
Those bellicose elements of the Republican party 
which scout all peace measures and jeer at interna- 
tional agreements to relieve the groaning world of its 
armament burden must realize by this time that in 
Mr. Hoover they caught a Quaker. 

Mr. Hoover says he has seen all the war he wants. 
He told those flaming swords of freedom, the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, yesterday that as 
a result of the London conference the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan will enjoy a reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent in the naval armaments projected 
at the Geneva conference three years ago. Despite 
Mrs. McCormick’s whooping victory in the Illinois 
primary as an opponent of the World Court, Mr. Hoo- 
ver repeats tbat he is for it and expects the United 
States to join. 

Great organs of the jingoes like the Chicago Trib- 
une and the New York Herald Tribune will have to 
cast about for some son of Mars to set the party right 
again. Mr. Hoover is as unwarlike as any President 
we ever had. 
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MITCHELL’S DEFENSE OF JUDGE PARKER. 

In defending Judge Parker for his decision in the 
Red Jacket “yellow-dog” contract case, Attorney- 
General Mifchell makes. the point that it would have 
been impossible for him to decide otherwise. This 
was because the Supreme Court, in parallel cases, 
had already given its opinion on the legal points 
involved. Says Mr. Mitchell: 


The question is not whether the Supreme 
Court was right or wrong in its conclusion. The 
question is whether Judge Parker was dealing 
with points which had been settled by the Su- 
preme Court which he was bound under his oath 
of office to follow. 


In other words, it is the custom of Federal Judges 
in inferior courts not to depart from Supreme Court 
rulings in parallel cases. However, when to follow 
a Supreme Court ruling violates ‘a Judge’s view of 
the law, he may make a reservation to that effect. 
Such reservation has been made in numerous cases, 
the Judges déclaring from the bench that, though 
their own opinions differed, they were compelled to 
reassert the settled doctrine. 

But when Judge Parker decided the Red Jacket 
case, he confined himself éntirely to citing Supreme 
Court precedent as authority and justification for his 
decision. In the absence of any expression of his 
personal belief to the contrary, it must be assumed 
that his convictions on the subject of yellow-dog con- 
tracts are identical with those of the Supreme Court.

Clarence Darrow on Farm Relief. 


Agriculturist “has a just grievance, but it cannot be cured by doles; if tiller of soil 
were unhampered by monopoly and unjust tariffs, he could take care of himself; 
farmer in every age has been poor, for world’s real workers never pile up wealth; 
rich have always lived in the cities, profiting by efforts and labors of others. 


Clarence Darrow in Plain Talk. 


OR the Government to sow dollars 
F broadcast onthe prairies where the 

farmer sowed his wheat may tempt him 
for a little time. It will be interesting 
while the farmers are picking them off 
from the unplowed sod. But the dollars 
that the Government sows will not sprout 
and bring forth like the golden kernels 
that the farmer once cast upon the earth. 
It is very doubtful if they can begin to find 
all the dollars that they sow. If this seed 
leaves no Other harvest it will produce a 
crop of vain ambitions, disappointed hopes, 
bitter jealousies afd enmities that many 
years of real farming cannot plow under. 

This is not a new experiment in the 
world. It was virtually.tried in Rome and 
in France, and it was then the beginning 
of the end. The once proud citizens of 
Italy left their farms and rushed to Rome 
to find the pot of gold at the rainbow's 
edge, and the peasants clad in rags ind 
harboring bitterness came to Paris until 
they were turned back by the armies of 
France. : 

If the Government would give the Dakota 
farmers the right to buy in the open mar- 
ket of the world where they sell their grain, 
it is possible that they might paddle their 
own canoes—or prairie schooners. They 
might even look after themselves better 
than the tariff barons who give them the 
false bait of taxes on wheat, or a present 
of a sheet-iron granary that will keep out 
the rats until they sell the grain. A patient 
is very ill when the pulmotor is brought in 
to feed him oxygen because he can no 
longer draw his breath. I have noticed that 
generally a few days after the pulmotor is 
delivered at the door, the hearse draws up 
in its piace. ' 

The farmer is ill indeed when he ig told 
that he cannot make his own way and take 
care of himself without Government doles, 
in whatever form those doles are: handei 
out. This sort of relief grows by what it 
feeds on. The distribution of $100,000,000, 
or $500,000,000, among the farmers of the 
United States will be followed by the re- 
quest for 10 times as much, and when the 
requests are no longer heedéd they will be 
followed by demands. 


The farmers make up at least a third, 
and probably two-fifths, of the population 
of the United States. That the farmers 
have a just grievance everyone-admits, but 
that it can be cured, or should be cured by 
doles is only in keeping with the false idea 
that the Government exists for the benefit 
of those who make the most insistent de- 
mands.

poison of suspicion and ill will 
-generated by constant rivalry 
in construction. 

Stronger in Defense. 

We have been able to create 
a situation where there is 
neither inferiority nor superi- 
ority in the naval strength of 
the United States. This is con- 
sonant with the pact we have . 
solemnly entered by which we 
have pledged ourselves to use 
our arms solely for defense. 

We are stronger in defense 
as a result of the conference. 
{t is an accomplishment that I 
‘yelieve will appeal to the moral 
ind spiritual sense of the 
American people. Through this 
agreement we have strength- 
ened the forces of peace. It is 
an accomplishment that has 
great material advantages to 
‘all its participants, but I pre- 
fer to have it judged on the far 
higher grounds of fts contribu- 
tion to the moral and spiritual 
welfare of our people and the 
world, for in the long run those 
are the grounds on which we 
and all the world must depend 
for progress. 

The great road to peace in- 
leed lies in the prevention of 
war, The construction and 
maintenance of this road _ re- 
quires just as much interest 
and devotion as the main- 
tenanc of defense. 

The first principle in preven- 
tion of war is to guide our na- 
tional conduct in justice, con- 
sideration, and _ kindliness to 
other nations so as to give’‘no 
justified cause for ill will or 
suspicion. War arises from ua 
state of fear, a sense of injus- 
tice, and an {ll will which cul- 
minates in uncontrollable na- 
tional passions. 


There are ever present in the 


world the causes of friction. 
The far-flung exchange of citi- 
zens and their property 
throughout the world gives 
nourly birth to large and small 
sontroversies; beyond this our 
zeneration has inherited a mul- 
citude of conflicting Anterests 
‘rom of old. These contro- 
versies are of many different 
types; they require distinctive- 
ly different methods and agen- 
cies of settlement. The prac- 
tical program of the work of 
peace is to develop and create 
appropriate agencies for regu- 
lar methodical disposal and so- 
lution of these controversies s0 
as to assure justice and avoid 
arousing of national emotions, 

Incidents Adjusted Daily. 

All civilized nations have de- 
veloped great skill and experi- 
ence in their Foreign Offices 
whose will and purpose in this 
century is to dispose of a multi- 
tude of these daily incidents 
without friction. We have need 
steadily to expand their ma- 
chinery and method. 


The world has greatly ad- 
vanced the method of arbitra- 
tion by scores of treaties; it 
has by such instances as the 
Bolivia-Paraguay dispute ad- 
vanced the method of _ inde- 
oendent inquiry into fact in co- 
operation with the parties, and 
by such instances as the Tacna- 
Arica controversy, have ad- 
vanced the method of concilia- 
tion. The difficulties in the in- 
stance of the Chinese-Russian 
dispute show the clear need of 
30me method of mobilization of 
public opinion against the vio-’ 
ation of the Kellogg pact. 

By international conference 
m specific questions, such as 
disarmament, we have _ ad- 
vanced the methed of co-opera- 
tion in settlement of old stand- 
ing dangers.

treaty the world is building ev- 
ery year a larger and larger 
bady of international law and 
practice. Statesmen over a 
generation have realized that 
with this growth of interna- 
tional law anid precedent an- 
other method can be contribut- 
ed to the pacific settlement of 
a vast number of incidental 
controversies of  justiciatle 
character if the world had an 
international court to which 
such cases could be referréd 
for adequate hearing and in- 
dependent decision based upon 
law and justice. 

Advocates World Court. 

Such a court—the World 
Court—has been established at 
The Hague with thks aid of 
American jurists.. It has been 
accepted by 90 per cent of the 
civilized people of the earth. It 
is established and no other 
court is practicable. It has 
demonstrated the highest integ- 
rity and capacity, and the con- 
tinuance of these qualities ig as- 
sured, It has already settled a 
great number of controversies. 

It is only one, but an impor- 
tant one of the six or seven 
methods of securing pacific set- 
tlements, and thus a contribu- 
tion to the prevention of war. 
Adherence to that court by the 
United States has been earnest- 
ly recommended by every one of 
our Presidents and every one 
of our Secretaries of State living 
since its inception. No one can 
thallenge the patriotism of these 
10. men, nor the ripe wisdom 
which is theirs from having 
borne the actual burden of re- 
sponsibility for our foreign re- 
lations. They have found no en- 
tanglements or limitation of the 
independence of the United 
States by safeguarded member- 
ship in it. 

And in all the discussion as 
to participation of the United 
States in this court there are 
few persons who do not agree 
as to the desirability and neces- 
sity of such a court as one of 
the additions to our methods of 
pacific settlements. The con- 


history. 


tention on this question rests 
upon thé details of special stip- 
ulations under which we should 
join, It is not my purpose to 
go into these contentions here.: 
I have no doubt they can be 
solved and that the United 
States will become a member of 
the court. ‘ 
Mankind has within the past 
decade given more earnest 
though to and made more con- 


structive effort and progress ~ 


toward the elimindtion of war 
than in ali previous periods of 
In the broader field 
of our relation to these magy 
methods to prevent war we have 
during the past few years par- 
ticipated in an inc.easing num- 
ber of international discussions, 
consultations and conferences, 
arbitrations and inquiries—all 
of which represent progress in 
organizing the world for peace. 

We shall continue to do 50 
where any important purpose is 
to be accomplished. And in our 
co-operation to maintain peace 
there is one broad policy which 
I wish to emphasize. 

Distinctive Role of U, S. 

Our .role in co-operation {is 
different from that of the na- 
tions of Europe. That differ- 
ence rises not only from our 
geographical setting but from 
the nature of the maximum con- 
tribution we can render to 
peace. The nations of Europe, 
surrounded as they are by dan- 


~ 


gers and problems of which we 
in the western hemisphere have - 


but little appreciation, and beset 
by inherited fears, hold to the 
view that aside from the world 
court the pacific settlement of 
controversies and the mainte- 
mance of peace should be 
backed by potential coercion 
through pooling of either mili- 
tary or economic strength, 

We do not question their 
right to come to such conclu- 
sions as they see fit to follow 
arising as they do from their 
terrible experience and their ne- 
cessities. > 

But the instinct of the vast 
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majority of our people is that 
our contribution is not to be 
based upon commitments to use 
force to maintain peace. This 
arises both from a feeling that 
the threat of force conflicts with 
the purpose of peaceful efforts 
and from the limitation it might 
place upon our independent 
action where we have only in- 
direct interest. We have come 

_to the belief that our contribu- 
tion can best be made by our 
good offices and a helpfulness 
based upon independence from 
any combination pledged to the 
use of force. 

I believe it is clear that the 
United States can more effec- 
tively and wisely work for peace 
without commitments to use co- 
ercion to enforce settlements, 
Our position was made clear in 
a statement issued jointly by the 
Prime Minister of England and 
myself at the time of his me- 
morable visit of good will to this 
country. We said; 

“The part of each of our gov- 
ernments in the promotion of 
world peace will be different, 
as one will never consent to be- 
come entangled in European 
diplomacy and the other is re- 
solved to pursue a policy of ac- 
tive co-operation with its Euro- 
pean neighbors; but each of our 
governments will direct its 
thoughts and influence toward 
securing and maintaining the 
peace of the world.” 


Within these principles which 
are in full accord with the -tra- 
ditions we have from our fore- 
fathers, we should hold an open 
mind and engage in advance- 
ment of the methods by which 
the controversies in the world 
may find pacific settlement and 
by which we can co-operate in 
the prevention of war. 


For the American people 
want peace in the world, not 
alone as a matter of material 
interest to our prosperity and 
welfare, but because gains to 
the moral and spiritual forces 
of the world are made through 
| peace and not through war.:

France Said to Plan to Slow Up 
_ Naval Building Program. 
PARIS, April 15.—Information 

available in authoritative French 

circles today is that France will 
slow up her naval building pro- 
gram, despite the fact that she 
will not participate in the hoped- 
for comprehensive five - Power 
naval pact. 

It is thought that Foreign Min- 
ister Briand has assured Prime 

Minister MacDonald that this. is 


the French intention indicative of 
French desire to share in real 
world disarmament pending the 
time when France and Italy can 
adhere to the full treaty. It is ‘said 
that only the inauguration of in- 
tense construction by Italy would 
alter the French intention. 

For France to adhere to the full 
London treaty it was stated today 
there must be a preliminary naval 
agreement with Italy and aban- 
donment of Italy’s claim to parity. 
It also was contended that the 
Americans and British must rec- 
ognize the general naval require- 
ments of France and not try to 
enforce the Washington percent- 
ages in case France should feel 
obliged to meet any increase in 
the fighting strength of the Ger- 
man fleet. 

German naval strength continues 
to preoccupy the French, French 
experts insist that while the new 
German cruiser is advertised as a 
10,000-ton vessel, it is really a 14,- 
000-ton war craft armored in such 
a way as to be proof against the 
fastest French cruisers which are 
its equal in speed. 

Should Germany build six of 
these warships, as it is entitled to 
under the treaty of Versailles, it is 
contended here the French fleet 
would be dominated because the 
older French battleships would be 
obsolete. It is declared that 
France would then be obliged to

rebuild some of her cruisers and 
replace battleships, perhaps util- 
izing the 70,000 tons of battleships 
authorized at Washington but nev- 
er built. 

It was added by the French 
spokesman that slowing up of the 
French program was virtually tan- 
tamount to a reduction program 


because of the rapidity with which 
battleships become obsolete.

sonal liberty of a citizen of the 
United States, so it was quickly 
modified. Yet, even so, it was bad 
enough. : 

I, myself, could have supported 
us both quite easily by dancing in 
vaudeville. Many offers of this 
kind were made me, but alwaya, 
when I came to accept them I 
found them suddenly and mysteri- 
ously withdrawn. We were checked 
on every side. 

Meanwhile, how were we going 
to live? 

Fortunately, a friend in need, 
Joe Godsol, then president of Me- 
tro, came to our rescue. What we 
would have done without his gen- 
erosity and kindness, I scarcely 
dare think. The help he gave us 
was entirely free from any security 
on Rudy's part—indeed, we had 
none to offer. Joe did not even 
ask interest on his loan nor accept 
it when offered. This unselfish 
proof of friendship will never be 
forgotten. Although the monetary 
debt was paid immediately the in- 
junction was modified to permit 
Rudy to work, yet there are some 
debts money Cannot pay. Our debt 
to Joe Godsol is one of these. 

Rudy's case against Famous 
Players-Lasky, finally settled after 
long litigation, was significant in 
this respect: It changed the entire 
attitude of producers towards their 
Stars. Hitherto, all screen actors 
had been mere pawns in the pro- 
ducers’ hands. What the actors 
wanted or liked was of no conse- 
quence; the producers were the big 
boss. They ridiculed and belittled 
the stars at will and the stars kow- 
towed before them, for over their 
heads was held the gun of calam- 
ity of loss of contract if they 
peeped. 


Won Actors’ Battle 


Now everything became suddenly 
quite different. On the Famous 
Players’ lot in Hollywood every 
star had his or her special dressing 
room; private. bungalows for their 
use sprung up like mushrooms: ev- 
erything was done to make their 
work as agreeable as possible. This 
sudden , right-about-face in the 
treatment of actors was very amus- 
ing to us who had a sense of hu- 
mor—likewise gratifying. This 
radical change in attitude extend- 
ed to all other organizations in the 
industry. 

But all this is a little ahead of 
my story. In his litigation with 
Famous Players, things continued 
to go badly until Rudy and =I 
changed lawyers and secured Max 
Steuer to handle our case. 

It was during these first trying 
months in New York that Rudy 
and I first became interested in 
psychic matters. I1 shall tell you 
something about this, for it 
Wrought about a great change in 
Rudy’s life and made him much 
happier. Through its influence 
he was able to communicate with 
his mother and others dear to him 
in the spirit world. Through it 
Rudy and I were able to com.

Sent Psychic Message. : 


It was during the litigations that 
June Mathis came on to New York 
to confer about writing the scrip 
for “Ben Hur.” She hoped to get 
Rudy released to make this pic- 
ture; what a wonderful Ben Hur 
he would have been! As things 
happened, of course, he never 
Played it. Ramon Navarro did it, 
and very beautifully, too. 

While June was with us her 
mother, Mrs. Jennie Mathis, died 
suddenly in New York. Mrs. 
Mathis was a wonderful woman 
and Rudy arored her, as he did all 
older women who took an interest 
in him and mothered him. This 
was exemplified in the affection he 
had for my own mother, my aunt, 
Pauline Frederick's mother, and 
many others. In reality he cared 
much more for all of them than 
for young flappers and girls his 

At Mrs. Mathis’ funeral he be- 
came acquainted with ai ci 
friend of hers who had the gift of 
automatic writing. A few days 
later this friend sent Rudy a mes- 
gare, saying:

like, but I was asked to deliver 
this message to you.” 

It was a sheet of paper penciled 
with words written backward, 
from left to right. and could only 
be read in'a mirror. It contained 
a message from Rudy’s mother, 
who had died in Italy some years 
before, and an old nurse, of whom 
I had never heard. It mentioned 
incidents in his childhood Known 
to no one in this country but him- 
self. 

At first this scared Rudy almost 
out of his wits; he didn’t know 
what to make of it. But the cir- 
cumstances surrounding it were so 
weird, the incidents referred to so 
uncannily true, that curiosity 
piqued him to- investigate it. It 
was the first time either he or I 
had come in contact with any 
psychic phenomena, so, naturally, 
we were skeptical. We were cer- 
tain things of this kind could be 
explained in ordinary ways—if not 
proved frauds altogether. Never- 
theless, we agreed to have dinner 
with this friend and talk it over. 

The more we investigated her 
gift of automatic writing, the more 
convinced we became of the great 
truth that lay behind it.

CHAPTER Al. 

FTER the ri@iculous § injunc- 

tion set against Rudy by Fa- 

mous Players had been modi- 
fied to the extent where he could 
earn a living, we started on our 
famous Minetralava dancing tour. 

The president of the Mineralava 
company, knowing that Rudy was 
enjoined from *appearing on any 
stage or sereen for an almost in- 
definite period, made us a hand- 
somt offer, which proved that he 
Was a gentleman and a sportsinan. 
Rudy and I were to tour the coun- 
try from Maine to Texas dancing 
together—not in any theater, vau- 
deville or amusement house, as the 
letter of the injunction forbade us, 
but in stadiums, armories and pub- 
lic halls. And not on the stage, 
but on the floor, which humble 
space was not denied us by the 
rigorous injunci that bound us. 


Our contract for this engage- 
ment was so generous, the accom- 
modations previded so luxurious, 
that this tour, although strenuous, 
stands out in mry memory as a 
lark rather than a hardship. 

Incidentally, it’.had been pre- 
dicted in our automatic writing. 


Rode in Royal Car.

We toured the osuntt’> in a pri- 
vate car and, as th to inflate 
our egos and restore Our self-con- 
fidence and respect after the hu- 
miliating litiga&tions, were given 
the aame c@r in which King A!- 
bert and Queen Elizabeth of Bel- 
gium hed traveled while In the 
United States. 

It had not berths but real beds, 
private bathreoms with showers, 
dressing tables; a kitchen and, 
best of all, a wonderful colored 
chef who fed &@s so well we almost 
lost our: figures. We simply 


couldn't resist the delicacies Sam 
prepared for us. 

To satisfy Mother Grundy and 
comply with the demand for S8ep- 
arate residences until we could be 
legally married, Auntie went with 
us on this trip; also Chuckie, the 
pekingese pup. And we carried 
Our own musicicns. 

Auntie was the world’s best 
sightseer and how she loved this 
nationwide jaunt! Upon arrival in 
a city or town our car, of course, 
was sidetracked scme place out in 
the railroad yards and, whether it 
Was gray dawning or high noon, 
auntie would iromediately hop off 
for a complete tour of the en- 
virons. Of course, wherever we 
stopped, each concern in the town 
vied with each other to furnish 
Rudy with a magnificent motor 
car for the sake of the advertising 
it gave them. So we felt cxactly 
like royalty. 


Publicity Lured Mobs. 


The publicity that attended 
tudy’s appearance was - Over- 
whelming and a great nuisance. 
With each performance, a special 
cordon of police escorted us from 
the entrance to the building to the 
small raised platform in the center 
of the hall where we danced. The 
crowds would so stampede us, in 
spite of this, that they often 
hurled the policemen forward un- 
til we were all jammed together 
in a hopeless melee, women 
snatching the while at the but- 
tons on Rudy’s coat. They tore 
them off faster than auntie could 
sew them on, They tore off bits 
of his sash and utterly mangled 
the flowers in my hair. In the 
wild fray, we arrived on the plat- 
form physical wrecks—and looked 
it. 

To deceive the mobs, we would 
establish policemen at one  en- 
trance as a biind, and then sneak 
ins some back doorway ourselves. 
In New Haven we made our en- 
trance through a back basement 
window. I was politely lifted 
down by some stalwart guard; 
Rudy leaped agilely in by himeelf 
—and immediately after him some 
intrepid girl reporter flung her- 
self through the same window.

Chicago Most Excited. 


Annoyance reached its peak in 
Chicago, where we danced at a 
huge hall on the south side. Here 
so many women huried rings and 
pins, necklaces and other baubles 
at Rudy that, at the close of the 
performance, he ordered it an- 
nounced from the stage that any 
of the audience who wished to re- 
cover their jewciry would have it 
returned to them at the box office. 

Wherever we went the mash 
notes were swept up and burned— 
by the barrelful. Rudy hated all 
this as much as I did. 

Our Chicago engagement was in 
March, 1923, and March 4 marked 
the close of the official year since 
the interlocutory decree of Rudy's 
diverce from Jean . Acker was 
handed down. For weeks we had 
been in communication with Mr. 
Gilbert, our lawyer on the coast, 
as to how the divorce was pro- 
ceeding. Had # been made legal 
yet? Couldn't we now be remar- 
ried and get this nonsense over? 

' But each time we hopefully 
planned the ceremony, Mr. Gilbert 
would report that som> new delay 
had interfered and wire us, “Pa- 
pers not yet signed.” 

Yinally, one morning we /re- 
ceived a wire from our lawyer with

Happily, Michael Romano, 45- 
sistant District Attorney and a4 
close friend of Rudy's, gave us the 
key to solution of the problem. In 
Crown Point, Ind., Chicagos 
Gretna Green, this troublesome 
law could be evaded. This infor- 
mation was given us the morning 
of March 13. 

“We'll be married 
noon,” cried Rudy. 

I looked at the calendar and 
shook my head. We were married 
in Mexico City May 13, and I 
would not tempt Providence again. 
Ordinarily I am not superstitious, 
but in this I would not take a 
chance. 

On Merch 14, toward 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon, we set forth by 
motor for Crown Pcint, taking 
auntie and Mr. Remano as_ the 
necessary witnesses. It was @ trip 
of several] hours and our progress 
was impeded by 4 heavy storm and 
darkness in which we got on the 
wrong road.

Events Foretold by Control. 


By all laws of romance I should 
have been thrilled, but 1 was so 
fed up on the irritations and de- 
lays that had attended every cir- 
cumstance of it, that I felt only re- 
lief from boredom, and went 
through the ceremony with no 
more emotion than if I were re- 
peating the A B C's. 

A few weeks later we were back 
in New York, our dancing tour was 
finished, our jinx, it seemed, brok- 
en. Luck for the moment played

into our hands. J. D. Williams, 
motion picture producer, offered 
Rudy a provisional contract for 
two pictures, this contract to take 
effect when Rudy was released 
from the Famous Players injunc- 
tion. For signing this contract he 
paid Rudy $25,000 cash. 

All these felicitous developments 
had been predicted through our 
automatic writing. In proof of 
this I quote a passage from 
Géorge Ullman’s book, “Valentine 
as I Knew Him.” Mr. Ullman, it 
will be remembered, was Rudy’s 
business manager the last three 
years of his life. We had met him 
on the Mineralava dancing tour, of 
which he happened to be manager, 
with us, and it was then that Rudy 
asked him to take care of his later 
affairs. 

Writes Mr. Ullman: 

“T had observed that both Rudy 
and Natacha were interested in 
something supernatural. Just what 
it was I did not know. Later I 
discovered it was automatic writ- 
ing and other forms of psychie 
communications. Before making 
any important moves they always 
consulted this power. 

“Not knowing this, I was at first 
surprised at the quietude with 
which they would receive what 
appeared to me to be startling de- 
velopments. When surprising 
things occurred I expected them to 
share my amazement, but this 
they seidom did.

“Instead, they would tell me in 
all calmness that they had ex- 
pected this and knew it would 
come.

I wanted to know 
where the money was coming 
from. Hence, when 10 weeks later, 
without any further assurance, I 
take over 
management of his business af- 
fairs, I looked for some expres- 
sion of surprise at my volte face. 

“But both Rudy and Natacha 
siniled insacrutably, saying it had 
been predicted before they em- 
barked on this tour that ‘they 


would change business managers 
and I would be the man. These 
things at first rather gave me the 
ecréeps, but later, because of the 
supreme confidence of the Valen- 
tinos in their psychic control, I 
because less skeptical and more 
confident.”
